:  Meeting  of  the  Club ,  a  programme  for  the  building 
\  of  a  buffet-dining  room  on  the  roof  was  approved , 
\  together  with  the  financial  appropriation  to  carry 
\  out  the  work . 

:  Since  that  time  your  committee  has  given  a  con- 

\  siderable  amount  of  thought  to  the  project  as  befits 
\  such  an  ambitious  and  comparatively  expensive 
\  addition  to  the  Club's  premises  and  facilities.  They 
:  have  also  conferred  many  times  to  consider  in- 

\  numerable  suggestions. 

The  salient  fact  which  has  emerged  from  this  is 
E  that,  while  the  roof  project  is  an  admirable  one  and 
s  will  undoubtedly  improve  our  facilities  tremendously , 
:  it  is  an  individual  project  only  and  is  not  part  of 

\  an  overall  Club  improvement  plan. 

\  Your  committee  has  therefore  arrived  at  the  con- 
:  elusion  that  such  a  Master  Plan  is  essential  and 

5  should  exist  so  that  individual  projects  can  be  dove- 
:  tailed  into  it  from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with 
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members'  current  wishes  and  wants  and  as  finances 
allow. 

In  this  way  we  will  not  be  doing  today  what  we 
may  wish  we  hadn't  tomorrow. 

As  members  know  we  own  premises  which  we  are 
not  at  present  occupying  on  either  side  of  the  Club 
entrance  and  it  may  well  be  that  these  should  be 
taken  into  account  for  future  expansion. 

Fully  aware  that  building  planning ,  especially  of 
such  a  long-range  and  comprehensive  nature  as 
this ,  is  a  job  for  experts ,  your  committee  decided  to 
call  together  a  panel  of  architects  to  prepare  a 
Master  Plan. 

Having  decided  on  such  a  panel ,  who  better  to 
form  it  than  our  own  architect  Club  members? 

They  represent  the  cream  of  their  profession ,  they 
have  the  Club  interests  at  heart  and  they  know  our 
needs  far  better  than  outside  people. 

They  have  met  and  your  committee  looks  forward 
to  advising  you  in  due  course  of  their  progress.

Hearty  congratulations  go  to  our  Secretary,  Lyal  Binns,  this  month  on  his  re-election  to  the  executive  of  the 
Registered  Clubs’  Association  of  N.S.W.  Lyal  has  been  on  this  executive,  which  is  elected  annually,  since  he  first 
became  Tattersall’s  Secretary. 


Lyal  has  the  distinction  of  being  the 
youngest  member  of  the  executive,  a 
tribute  to  his  ability  in  club  affairs  and 
his  standing  in  his  profession. 

And  speaking  of  age  it  is  also  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  that  Lyal  is  the  youngest  of 
the  “Big  Club”  secretaries  in  the  State. 

The  Registered  Clubs'  Association  was 
formed  in  1920  at  which  time  there  were 
thirty-five  clubs  in  the  Association. 
Today  that  number  has  grown  to  1.240. 
a  vast  increase  and  one  which  now- 
makes  the  task  of  the  executive  an  ardu¬ 
ous  and  time-consuming  one  indeed. 

The  objects  of  the  Association  are  the 
furtherance  of  the  club  movement  gener¬ 
ally.  the  protection  and  promotion  of 
mutual  interests  and  co-operation  be¬ 
tween  member  bodies.

Mr.  Taylor  has  been  a  member  of 
Tattersall's  since  1956. 

He  has  practised  mainly  in  Common 
Law  and  in  the  Commercial  Jurisdiction 
and  has  appeared  on  many  occasions 
before  the  High  Court  and  the  Privy 
Council.

He  was  admitted 
as  a  solicitor  in  1933  and  then  to  the 
Bar  in  1935.  He  is  a  former  member 
of  the  Bar  Council. 

Today  at  fifty-two  Mr.  Taylor  is  one 


The  Association  is  run  by  the  executive 
which  meets  regularly  and  is  elected 
annually  at  the  General  Meeting.  One  of 
the  Executive’s  main  tasks  is  to  advise 
and  assist  new  clubs  which  are  being 
formed.  Other  important  ones  are  the 
arbitration  in  disputes  and  representation 
to  various  authorities  concerned  with  the 
club  movement  in  the  State.

Presently  the  duties 
of  the  President,  Secretary  and  members 
of  the  Executive  are  purely  honorary 
and  these  people  give  their  valuable 
time,  their  experience  and  their  know¬ 
ledge  to  assist  younger,  less  experienced 
clubs  and  further  club  life  generally.

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Luck  &  Good  Training  land 
Double  for  Leo  O’Sullivan

Summer  Fair's  Stamina  Superlative 

Sydney  trainer  Leo  O’Sullivan  was  foreman  to  a  great  trainer,  Cecil  Godby,  looked  after  a  champion  racehorse. 
Heroic,  and  then  himself  proved  highly  successful  in  the  preparation  of  notable  performers  on  the  turf. 

But  he  will  always  be  remembered  for  1961  Spring  triumphs  which  could  be  called  lucky  in  a  £10,000  win  at 
Randwick  and  £15,000  at  Caulfield.  These  victories  were  achieved  for  him  with  Summer  Fair  in  the  A.J.C.  Derby 


and  Caulfield  Cup. 

Mr.  O’Sullivan  dates  back  a  long 
way  on  the  Sydney  Turf  as  a  trainer 
and  has  been  a  member  of  Tatter- 
sail’s  Club  since  May,  1941. 

Leo  O’Sullivan’s  luck  began  this 
Spring  with  Summer  Fair.  King 
Brian  beat  him  by  1|  lengths  into 
second  place  in  the  Rosehill 
Guineas.  Next  start  King  Brian  was 
shockingly  ridden  out  of  the  race 
in  the  A.J.C.  Derby  and  this  en¬ 
abled  Summer  Fair  to  fight  out  the 
finish  with  the  Melbourne  colt.  Blue 
Era,  who  beat  him  a  short  half- 
head.  But  protesting,  he  got  the 
Stewards’  verdict. 

King  Brian  again  proved  his 
superiority  with  a  jockey  switch  to 
Geo.  Moore,  to  win  the  Caulfield 
Guineas  running  away  by  two 
lengths  from  Sometime  with  Sum¬ 
mer  Fair  another  three  lengths 
away  third. 

King  Brian  had  to  go  wrong 
when  his  prospects  of  winning  the 
Caulfield  Cup  appeared  highly 
superior,  and  he  could  not  run.  This 
in  turn  gave  Summer  Fair  the  win¬ 
ning  chance,  and  the  colt  rose  to 
the  occasion  with  a  brilliant  finish¬ 
ing  run.  All  the  same,  you’ve  got  to 
take  off  your  hat  to  Leo  O’Sullivan’s 
preparation  of  the  colt.  For  his 
Caulfield  Guineas  third  it  was  his 
first  race  anticlockwise  and  the 
trainer  knew  the  run  would  improve 
him,  and  so  it  did.  But  apparently 
the  theory  did  not  impress  many 
other  punters  because  he  eased  from 
15s  overnight  to  20s  on  the  course 
Nevertheless,  Leo’s  shrewd  judg¬ 


ment  earned  him  a  handsome  bet¬ 
ting  stake.  Good  luck  to  him. 

Leo  O’Sullivan  came  to  Sydney 
as  foreman  to  the  Cecil  Godby  stable 
and  attendant  in  charge  of  Heroic 
in  1924  to  see  the  great  chestnut 
win  the  Randwick  Derby  after  veer¬ 
ing  from  an  outside  position  to  the 
rails  and  losing  ground  at  the  start. 

Despite  this  disadvantage  he  rose 
to  a  magnificent  height  in  turf 
achievement  in  beating  probably  the 
best  rivals  ever  seen  in  a  Derby  in 
a  half-head  finish.  They  were  New 
Zealand  champion.  Nigger  Minstrel, 
who  returned  to  many  great  tri¬ 
umphs  in  the  Dominion  and  Spear- 
felt  who  won  the  Victoria  Derby 
and  a  Melbourne  and  Australian 
Cup  with  9-3  and  9-13  respectively, 
both  in  record  time. 

One  of  the  Sydney  papers  recently 
mentioned  that  Leo  attended  Heroic 
as  foreman  to  Jack  Holt’s  stable, 
but  when  Jack  got  Heroic,  Leo  had 
launched  out  as  trainer  in  his  own 
right. 

The  writer  will  never  forget  Leo’s 
sorrowful  face  when,  soon  after 
Heroic’s  Sydney  win  he  was  up  for 
auction,  and  knocked  down  to  the 
late  C.  B.  Kellow  for  16,000  gns., 
then  an  Australasian  record  price, 
to  go  into  the  Holt  stable.  Leo  knew 
he  had  lost  contact  with  a  prolific 
champion  and  was  near  to  tears.  He 
was  right  about  Heroic’s  future.  He 
completed  a  total  of  21  wins  and 
£38,062/10/-  in  prizemoney  and  be¬ 
came  Australia’s  greatest  stallion  of 
his  time. 


Leo  O’Sullivan  never  had  really 
good  thoroughbred  talent  to  work 
on  but  soon  proved  himself  as  a 
versatile  trainer  of  either  stayers  or 
sprinters.  He  won  the  Moonee  Val¬ 
ley  Cups  of  1939-40  with  Gilltown 
who  had  to  be  in  fine  form  and 
condition  to  lead  all  the  way  over 
that  arduous  mile  and  five  furlongs 
course,  up  hill  and  down  dale. 

He  won  the  1954  and  1957  Tat- 
tersall’s  Carrington  Stakes  with  Gay 
Vista  and  New  Spec.  New  Spec  was 
an  unlucky  minor  placegetter  with 
seconds  in  the  1958  Oakleigh  Plate 
to  Dubbo  and  1959  to  Gold  Stakes 
and  the  1958  Newmarket  to  My 
Hour. 

With  Teranyan  he  won  many 
good  sprints,  including  the  1957 
£10,000  Doomben  in  Brisbane,  but 
Teranyan  was  also  unlucky  in  other 
big  races  with  a  second  in  the 
1956  Stradbroke  to  Knave,  and  a 
close  second  in  the  1958  Doncaster 
to  Grenoble.  He  was  third  to  Fair 
Chance  and  Farquhar  in  the  1956 
Doomben  Cup,  thus  proving  his 
trainer’s  versatility  in  transforming 
a  horse  generally  regarded  as  a  pure 
sprinter  to  staying  projects.  Teran¬ 
yan  surprised  with  a  nine  furlongs 
win  at  Randwick  at  the  time  when 
he  was  considered  no  more  than  a 
six-furlongs  horse. 

It  looks  as  if  Leo  has  come  to 
the  summit  of  his  career  in  turning 
out  Summer  Fair  in  such  immacu¬ 
late  form  and  condition.  Luck 
played  its  part,  but  the  trainer  had 
prepared  him  to  rise  to  every  emer¬ 
gency. 
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Bill  Kirwan,  Sam  Block

Two  of  our  members  featured  in  the  Sydney  Morning  Herald  Garden  Competition  this  year.  They  were  Bill 
Kirwan  whose  magnificent  garden  at  his  Wahroonga  home  once  again  took  out  the  championship  in  Section  One, 
and  Sam  Block,  who,  with  two  of  his  neighbours,  won  the  Central  District  Division  and  came  third  in  the 
Championship  in  Section  Six.  This  section  is  for  a  group  of  three  gardens  showing  co-operation  between  neighbours. 


Bill's  victory  in  Section  One  is  his 
fourth  in  as  many  years.  In  1958  and 
1959  he  took  out  first  prize  in  the 
Championship  Section  and  then  last 
year  came  up  with  a  very  creditable 
third.  His  current  win  makes  it  three 
firsts  and  a  third,  a  record  so  near  per¬ 
fect  it  doesn't  matter. 

As  most  T.C.M.  readers  know  by 
now,  gardening  is  an  ardent  hobby  with 
both  Bill  and  his  wife.
